SCENE OF THE HORROR. 

The scene of the worst part of the flood was the. 
valley of the Elkhorn, in McDowell county, in the 
southwestern part of West Virginia. Another valley 
to the south of this one, along Clinch River, also suf- 
fered, but not so severely. Elkhorn Creek flows be- 
tween two mountain ridges, Indian Ridge to the north 
and Big Stone Ridge to the south, in some places not 
over a quarter of a mile wide, and hills rise precipi- 
tously from the banks of the stream, along which ran 
the track of the Norfolk and Western Railroad. Over 
the valley, when the atmosphere was heated to a 
high degree, the winds brought clouds saturated with 
moisture. The fall of rain that resulted was tremen. 
dous. The swollen mountain streams all poured their 
water into the Elkhorn, and the narrow valley was 
filled with it.

Non-union Workmen Driven

COLUMBIA (8. C.) June 23.—The 
Southern Railway shops in this city 
Were attacked at 3:30 o'clock this 
morning by a mob of several score of 
men. No damuge to property was at- 
tempted, except to break through the 
high fence surrounding the yards. The 
strikers were after the nen-union 
workmen, and made for a car in which 
twenty were sieeping. A man whvee 
mame is said to be Myers was on 
guard. He fired both barrels of his 
gun into the crowd, receiving himself 
@ 82-culiber bullet in his forehead, but 
the skull was not penetrated. 

The mob fired a great many bullets 
fmto the car in which the men were 
Sleeping. None of the non-union men 
were wounded, but after they had 
been dragged out of the car they were 
pretty severely handled. They were 
marched up the rai tracks several 
miles and ordered té travel north. 

Later in the day all but one of these 
men were brought back to the city by 
an expedition sent out from the shops. 
It was not until this afternoon that 
it was known that many of the riot- 
ers had been wounded. Clese inquiry 
Geveloped the fact that the wounds of 
four men, one of whom was s:riously 
hurt, had been dressed this morning 
by two physicians. The doctors said 
they did not know the names of the 
men. A half a dozen policemen are 
stationed at the shops tonight, but no 
further trouble is anticipated.

OL. AROLLIO NEXT 
TO CEASE RESISTANCE. 


1S EXPECTED TO SURRENDER IN 
BATANGAS WEDNESDAY. 


Col. Cabilles Apologizes to Gen. Cail- 
les’s Messengers, Who Tell Him to 
Come Back and Surrender, and Brings 
in a Hundred and Twenty Men.

MANILA, June 23.—{By Manila Ca- 
ble.} The insurgent colonel, Arollio, 
together with a considerable portion of 
the forces of Gen. Malver, is expected 
to surrender to the American authori- 
ties at San José at Batangas province 
next Wednesday. 

With the change from a military to 
a eivil government for the Philippines, 
which occurs July 4, the difficulty be- 
tween the military department and the 
civil-service board over the matter of 
holdiag examinations in the civil serv- 
ice for certain civilians now employed 
by the military department will dis- 
appear. 

CABILLES APOLOGIZED.

SANTA CRUZ (Province of Laguna, 
Luzon) June 23.—Gen. Ccilles, who will 
surrender Monday, is now at Pagsan- 
jan, a few miles from here. His {ol- 
owe anes been congregating ther 
for some days pact. 

Col. Cabilles who, with 166 of Gen. 
Cailles’s command, fied to the moun- 
tains in fear of being hanged by the 
Americans. has been overtaken by mes- 
sengers from Caiiles, conveying the 
eral's orders to surrender. het 
Caille~'s messengers caught up with and 
explained the situation to the fleeing 
colonel, the latter apologized to his 
general, and returned to Pagsanjan 
with still another 120 men, whom he 
persuaded to come in and surrender. 
Cabilles brings at least 600 rifles from 
the outlying posts beyond Pagsanjan. 

It is reported that a large number 
of Cailles’s followers have approached 
him with the proposition that he issue 
a strongly-worded proclamation  de- 
claring all Filipino ineurgents who re- 
fuse to surrender tomorrow, to be con- 
sidered as bandits, and that this proc- 
lamation be published by the insurgent 
presidente of every town in Laguna 
province.

YOUNG HAY’s. 
AWFUL DEATH. 
Only a Laborer Saw the 
Tragedy. 
Youth Apparently Felli 
While Dozing. 
Secretary Hay Arrives_in New 


Haven—Collapses in 
His Grief. 


(BY THE NEW ASSOCIATED PRESS—P.M.) 

NEW HAVEN (Ct.) June 23.—Adel- 
bert 8. Hay, former Consul of the 
United States at Pretoria, South 
Africa, and eldest son of Secretary of 
State John Hay, fell {rcm a w.ndow in 
the third story of the New Haven 
House in this city, shortly before 2:30 
o'clock this morning, an! was in:tantly 
killed. 

The dead man was a gracuate of 
Yale of the clars of 1898, and his death 
necurred on the eve of the university 
commencement, which brought him 
here yesterday, and in which, by virtue 
of his class office, the young man would 
have been one of the leaders. 

The full details of the terrible accl- 
dent will never be known. Hay had 
reoms at the New Haven House for 
veommencement week. It is generally 
supposed, however, that after going to 
his room, he. went to the window for 
air. and sitting on the sill he dozed 
off and overbalancing, fell to the 
pavement below, a fail of fully sixty 
feet. The fall resulted in instant death, 
and within fifteen minutes the body 
had been identified as that of young 
Hay. The Coroner pronounced it 4 
case of accidental dvath. 

Young Hay took dinner with some 
of his classmates last night, and at $ 
o'clock hurried to the Hyperion The- 
ater. where he witnessed the evening 
performance. He spent a julet hour 
in the hotel corridors and Smoking- 
room after the theater, and shortly 
after midnight retired to his room, re- 
marking to the hotel clerk that he was 
sleepy, and leaving a call for 9 o'clock 
this morning. He was not seen again 
until hie body came whirling through 
the air to its destruction, two and a 
half hours later. 

There was a to the 
terrible tragedy, a laborer on the city 
streets. At the hour mentioned, the 
workman saw the form of a man fall- 
ing through space. An instant later the 
body lay directly in front of the main 
hotel entrance. The terrified laborer 
rushed to the azet. and his rhouts 
brought others. e usual crowds gath- 
ered. In it were several belated Yaie 
graduates. They bent over the body. 
One of them, Julian Mason of Chicago, 
a classmate of young Hay, drew back, 


and horror-stricken cried: “My God, 
it's Del Hay!” 
By this time the hotel clerk had 


reached the scene and made the iden- 
tification complete. The body was clad 
in pajamas. On the window sill of the 


reom occupied by young Hay was 
found a partly-consumed rett®. On 
the floor near the window Was a ring 


worn by the victim. His clothing had 
been neatly arranged, and the bed- 
clothes were drawn back. The ° bed. 
however, had not been occupied. Here 
the mystery becomes intangible. The 
popular theory seems to have it that 
the young man, having prepared for 
bed. thought to indulge In a “good- 
night smoke;"’

The presence of the ring on the floor. 
however, gaves rise to the fancy that 
possibly, while toying with the ring, it 
dropped, and that in an effort to re- 
cover it the fall resulted.

GERMANY AND THE CANAL’ 


SHE RESPECTS MONROEISM. 
(BY DIRECT WIKE TO THE TIMES } 

WASHINGTON, June 23.—{Excius!ve 
Dispatch.) Germany has announced 
her recognition of the Monroe doctrine 
to Pan-American diriomats in Ber- 
lin, according to their colleagues in 
Washington. 

The attitude of Germany with re- 
spect to the ‘sthmian canal has been 
a source of considerable speculation to 
the Central and South American 
States, and, according to South Amer- 
ican envoys here, their representatives 
in Berlin deemed it advisable to ob- 
tain a statement in regard to the pol- 
icy the German government proposes 
to observe. Baron Von Buelow, Min- 
ister of Foreign Affairs, ia said to have 
stated that Germany recognised the ex- 
istence and understood the extent of 
the application of the Monroe doctrine, 
and had no intention of hindering the 
construction of the canal by the United 
States. 

The report was current among Pan- 
American diplomats here several 
months ago, that Germany would join 
with Great Britain in demanding the 
neutrality of the canal, but there is 
no likelihood of representations being 
necessary, as the new treaty in course 
of negotiation specifically provides 
that the canal shall be neutral, and 
the United States Yormailly guarantees 
observance of this principie. The State 
Department officials are confident that 
the position reached by the United 
States in the affairs of the world has 
had something to do with Germany's 
attitude. 

M. Hutin, president of the Panama 
Canal Company, is now in France try- 
ing to draw up a statement of condi- 
tions upon which the company will part 
with its interests to the United States. 
It is said that many of the stockhold- 
ers desire to retain an interest in the 
canal, but this would not be accepta- 
bie to the United States.

BLUEFIELDS, June 2%4.—Bodies are 
being recovered many miles down the 
stream, where they were washed 
ashore. When it is considered that the 
Elkhorn River is so small that it barely 
furnishes water enough to flush the 
coke ovens when in its normal condi- 
tion, some idea of the extent of the 
downpour of rain can be formed. The 
railroad company now estimates the 
damage to its tracks between this city 
and Vivian at over half a million dol- 
lars. There is at least a hundred miles 
of track bordering Tug River that can- 
not be heard from, as there is no means 
of communication intact. 

Communication has been established 
as far west as Ennis, this being 
through about -one-fourth of the 
gtricken district. 

Latest reports say that the lower 
end of the coal flelds between Vivian 
and Gray suffered severely. Fully 
71,000,000 damage has been done to coal 
and lumber interests. 

Three daughters of Coal Inspector 
Dinsmore are reported drowned at Key- 
stone. They were alone in their fath- 
er’s residence when the flood came, 
‘and all trace of them is lost. 

The Pocahontas company lost $30,000 
worth of coke in cars and coke yards. 
At least 100 freight cars stending on 
sidings collapsed, rolled into the flood 
and were destroyed. t trains in

The Property Destroyed. 


BLUEFIELDS, June 23.—Detalls of 
the great Pocahontas flood are hard 
to obtain, due to the inaccessibility 
of the mining district, where the fury 
and havoc of the angry waters caused 
the most appalling loss of life and 


property. 

At Keystone the water began to rise 
at 9 o'clock Sunday morning, and by 
11 o'clock the flood had spent its fury, 
and at least two-thirds of the little 
city had been washed away or de- 
molished. It is known that sixteen 
residents of the north side of the 
stream lost their lives, and at least 
fifty of those living ‘on the south, or 
lower, side were drowned. 
a suburb of Keystone, 'a number are 
missing, and ei¢ht are reported dead. 
It is now certain that the total list of 
the dead from one end of the Elkhorn 
Valley to the other will reach 299. 

A full list of the names of the vic- 
tims cannot be ascertained at this 
time. Hundreds are missing. having 
taken to the mountains to escape the 
fury of the flood.

Return of First Brigade 
to Los Angeles. 


State's Soldiers Full of 
Complaints. 


Camp Mismanaged and They 
Neither Instruction 
Nor Grub. 


‘Yesterday afternoon, the First Bri- 
gade, N.G.C., returned from “the rot- 
tenest camp that the National Guard 
of this State ever had.” 

According «to the stories of 
survivors, the muster at Santa Crus 
must have been a military abeurdity. 
The men seem to be unanimous in pro- 
nouncing it the rankest kind of a fiasie. 

Last night one of the commissioned 
Officers in speaking of the camp to 
a Times reporter, said, “It was the 
worst that ever happened. 

“We simply wasted our time. The 
orily thing the Seventh did all the time 
it was up there was that one scout in 
the big trees. We only had two bat- 
talion drills. All the rest of the time 
we simply laid round and waited. 

“There were the flercest lot of ‘gin- 
rels’ you ever saw. Honest, they didn't 
know enough army to tell a gatiing 
gun from a saddile-cantie. With the 
thing simply top heavy with gold lace, 
there didn't seem to be any head to 
the camp. We would get orders to do 
something and before we could get 
ready, they would be countermanded. 

“It ended up in every officer simply 
doing «sbout as he tho t best with 


his own company and’ letting the 
Powers-That-Be go to. 
“The $quartermaster’s department 


was absolutely demoralized. Almo.t 
every day, the company quarte-mast* - 
sergeants would have to wait trom 
early In the morning until late in the 
afternoon try! to get rations for tie 
men. If we depended on the State 
for meals we would have had a hard 
time. As it was, we bought one day's 
rations out of our own funds. You see 
that kept us just one day ahead all the 
time and it didn’t matter how slow 
they were. 

“Over in the cavalry camp, the four 
troops were doing provost duty al) the 
time and bad no chance to\do any reel 
work. Al! this squadron drill that was 
going to take place petered out.

M’LAURIN’S SECESSION. 

A great deal of interest is feit 
throughout the country in the con- 
test between Senators McLaurin and 
Tillman of South Carolina. Although 
their resignations—tendered recently 
to the Governor as the outcome of & 
heated debate—have been withdrawn, 
the contest is by no means ended. In 


one sense it is a personal contest; 


but this is only in a narrow sense. 
In the broader sense it is a contest 
between progressive ideas and 
methods on the one hand, and retro- 
gressive idcas and methods on the 
other. 

Both Senators are necessarily Dem- 
ocratic—being from South Carolina. 
But Senator McLaurin seems to have 
Caught some of the spirit of modern 
progress, while Tillman seems to have 
remained in the atmosphere and en- 
vironment of the war period. Sena- 
ter McLaurin believer in expansion, 
im the gold standard, in a protective 
tariff, and in other policies and prin- 
tiples not wholly in accord with the 
articles of faith of the modern so-called 
Democraey. Tillman, op the other 
hand, is oppdsed to all these things, 
and would, as a matter of course, op- 
pese any idea which had received Re- 
publican indorsement. 

It remains to be seen whether Sen- 
ator McLaurin, when his position and 
that of Tillman are brought finally to 
the test of the popular verdict, will 
receive support or condemnation at 
the hands of the public. The chances, 
it must be confessed, seem rather 
heavily against him. Yet he is ex- 
tremely confident that he will’ win, 
and his confidence is evidently not 
wholly without foundation. 

The mere success or failure of 
sither of these men is of far less con- 
sequence than the success or failure 
of the principles for which they 
stand. The World's Work (magazine) 
lor June, 
well says:

If southern progress 
bas halted. since the war. it has been 
in chief part because the political 
leaders have not had the breadth or 
the sagacity to break away from the 
sarrow views which have so long pos- 
sessed them. The “solid South” has 
stood in its own light all these vears: 
both in political and in a material 
sense, for the solld South has had 
more effect than any other one 
agency in keeping the North virtually 
solid in opposition to the political 


which the South could be 


emunted upon to svpport§ through 
thick and thin, irrespective of can- 
Sidates or of platforms. 

So long as the South continues to 
_give all its electoral votes to the can- 
Sidates nominated by the Democratic 
party, it must expect to see most of 
the Northern States align themselves 
in support of an opposing party. If 
it were otherwise, the South would 
be able virtually to dominate the 
national government, to direct its 
policies, and to select at its pleasure 
the men to be placed in control of 
public affairs. If Senator McLaurin

Loo Chin On, Taotai of Kiang-Se 


ef the fourth class, arrived in New 
York City a few days ago, having 
come to this country for the purpose 
of investigating American commerce 
and business methods.

The Dowager Em- 
press and the Emperor no longer live 
togcther, and her hold on him seems 
to be broken. This will be greatly to 
China’s adyantage. Everything will 
come out all right after several years. 
There will be many radical changes 
throughout the empire. We will bulld 
railroads and telegraph lines. Just 
before I left Shanghai | learned that 
mer were being selected to come to 
the United States and study your ex- 
cellent system of public schools. In 
a short time every Chinese town will 
have its’ schoolhouse. We are going 
to make many changes in the form of 
government of the various provinces. 
Many offcial positions will be abol- 
ished, at a great saving of salaries. 

“The United S.ates is the one coun- 
try for China tc ‘ay. You are the only 
people in the world which stood up 
for us, and had you not no one can 
tell what would have become of 
China. Every part of China will be 
opened to trade. and the United States 
will lead the werid, as usual.” 

Loo Chin's native province {s con- 
tiguous to that of Shanehal, and he 
comes of a family which has long 
been prominent in the affairs of the 
empire. He expects to remain in the 
United States two or three years—

FUTURE OF SHEEP RAISING. 

WHEN THE ARID LANDS ARE NOT. 

James Withycombe, connected with 
the Oregon experiment station, in a 
recent communication on sheep hus- 
bandry in the Pacific Northwest, makes 
the statement that “the most impor- 
tant item connected with an embarka- 
tion in sheep husbandry is proper se- 
lection, guided by the basic principle 
of .armony between breed 


ment.” 
Among the greatest mistakes have 


been those where little thought has 
been given to environment in selecting 
the Be of sheep husbandry for 
any particular locality. It would be 
contrary to good business principles to 
attempt 
such a country as England, or in a 
region with climatic conditions like 
those existing in the Northwest Pacific 
Coast States. 

Though the same remark might be 
applied to merino sheep husbandry in 
the extreme northern counties of Cali- 
fornia, says the Journal of Commerce, 
experience has demonstrated that 
merino wool growing can be con- 
ducted profitably and on a large scale 
in the central sections of this State 
lying along the coast. 

On the other hand, it would be folly 
to think of raising English blooded 
sheep, or the mutton breeds, in the 
arid or semi-arid regions west of the 
Mississippi River, and east of 
Rocky Mountains. This being the case, 
which recuires no argument to demon- 
strate, the at open ranges east of 
the Rocky Mountains will ve to be 
given to the merino sheep, so long as 
shee» husbandry of any kind is car- 
ried on in that part of the United 
States, where its future destiny seems 


to be. 

‘When this so-called arid region is 
taken up for other occupations, and 
sheep husbandry is crowded out by 
agriculture following in the wake of 
increasing population, merino or fine 
wool wing will practically come to 
an end in the United States. This may 
not be seen for the next generation,

children in cotton mills. As the Manu- 
facturers’ Record has repeatedly said, 
al! right-thinking persons will rejoice 
when children low a certain age 
will not be found in the mills. At the 
Same time the conditions of industry 
in the South are such as to make im- 
possible such a condition without dis- 
astrous consequences to the very class 
sought to be advantaged. It is not a 
question of mill owners desiring to 
employ the children, but one resting 
with their parents and involving the 
possible loss of the means of livelihood 
of whole families who are passing from 
penury to comfort. However well in- 
tentioned the agitators for State inter- 
ference may be, they make a griev- 
ous mistake in attempting to engraft 
upon the South legislation which has 
been of slow growth in other sections 
where conditions are quite different. 
Their policy is not unlike that of seek- 
ing to cure chills and fever with a 


‘remedy which has been found effica- 


cious In cases of typhoid fever. The 
remedy for existing evils, the evils 
recognized by the cotton-mill owners 
who are doing all within their power 
to mitigate them, must be applied 
without regard to what at- 
tempted elsewhere. The southern mill 
population and their needs must be 
studied, and care must be had lest by 
foolhardy philanthropy ter evils 
may be born from the efforts to rem- 
edy existing ones. 

“No better preparation for a study 
of the situation could be than an 
article published itn this week's issue of 
the Manufacturers’ Record. It is writ- 
ten by Edward H. Sanborn, general 
manager of the Natjonal Association 
of Manufacturers, who, at the request 
of the Manufacturers’ Record, has 
studied the situation on the ground in 
ita many phases, and who is thor- 
oughly qualified by his knowledge of 
conditions in the cotton-mill industry, 
both in the South and in the North, 
to give a fair, sound review of the 
situation. His deductions as to the 
South are as follows: — 

“1. Factory employés are almost 
exclusively native born, and chiefly of 
what are commonly known as the 
mountain people. 

“2. The conditions under which they 
live in factory villages show a very 
marked improvement over the  sur- 
roundings of the homes from which 
they came. A comparison between the 
North and the South in the items of 
wages, hours of labor and the employ- 
met of child labor ‘s apparently to 
[the disadvantage of the South, but 
ithe truer basis for such a comparison, 
namely the condition of southern mill 
‘employés prior to their engagement in 
| the mills, as contrasted with the con- 
ditens which prevailci in New Eng- 
land at a similar stage of the develop- 
ment of the industry in that section, is 
-highiy creditable te the South. 

“3. The relation of the employer to 
the employé ts more paternal in the 
South than elsewhere, evidencing a 
generz! desire to provide for the real 
welfare of the mill help. 

“4. Recent factory construction in 
the South embodies everv recognized 
lrequirement for the comfort, conven- 
|lence and sanitary welfare of the em- 
| ployés. 

“5. The whole influence of the cot- 
| ton mill mn the South has been bene- 
ficial to the population as a whole. It 
is distinctly a marked civilizing agency, 
as it has given comfortable liv:ng and 
.an elevating influence to thousands of

HAT-MAKING INDUSTRY. 
CAPITAL AND LABOR. 


The business of manufacturing men’s 
and boys’ hats is one of the most thriv- 
ing industries in the United States, says 
the Washington Star. Some idea of 
the enormity of the trade may 
formed when it is known that, there 
at present in this country over two 
hundred manufacturing plants produc- 
ing hats and caps for men and boys. 
The hat factories give employment to 
25,000 persons, who turn out a finished 

roduct valued at $25,000,000 annually. 

this gigantic business New York 
has the lion’s share, there being about 
$6,000,000 invested in the manufacture 
of bats and caps, and fully 2500 hands 
are employed. The value of the trade 
in New York was last year between 
$9,500,000 and $10,000,00. New York leads 
in manufacture of fine silk hats, 
while most df the derby hats are made 
in Danbury, South Norwalk, Bethel and 
other Connecticut tewns. The cheap 
soft hats are manufactured at Orange, 


N. J., whilg the wool hat is the prod- 
uct of fac®ries at Peekskill, and New- 
burgh, in New York State. There are 


100 salable shapes in the soft-hat line, 
while the silk and derby hat styles are, 
as a usual thing, limited to half a 
dozen different grades. The most pop. 
ular and largely-sold hat throughout 
the United States is the derby. his 
hat is worn commonly in northérn, 
eastern and western cities. In the South 
the prevailing head covering is the 
soft hat, perhaps to the extent of 80 
per cent. There is practically very lit- 
tle importation of men's and boys’ huts. 
We not only supply our home market, 
but have some left over for export.

MEASURING OUR ILLUSIONS. 
Wel, the case is by no means as 
Gesperate now as it appeared to be 
when réfiection was an experiment. 
Time has retolved many of the difficul- 
ties of tllusion. has given us the 
rule and the square, the balance and 
the. s, ectroscope, the trans't and the 
compass so that. although illusions 
atiii arise. we are tot prepared 
to meet them. but In a good Many cases 
we can actual.y measure them and thus 
make allowance for them in future ex- 
periencee. A faleehood is harmiess 
when it is labeled, and an illusory ap- 
pearance when once explained loses its 
mysterious power. Sir Walter Scott in 
*“Demonolozy and Witchcraft" repeats 
the witty answer which a great poet 
of his tme made when asked whether 
he be'leved in ghosts. “No, madam,” 
be repl'ed. “I do not: I have seen too 
many of them myself.” If ghosts and 
goblins would but come often enough 
nm’ one would credit their existence. 
There ts, to be sure, the same filu- 
Bry element in our sane experience 
that we condercend to smile at or to 
ty the savage or in the fevered 
rain of the metally unsound, but we 
are not under its sway to the same ex- 
tent. It is not to be denied that there 
remains in our mental organization 
somethirg more than yestigial traces of 
early forms of delusion and self-de- 
t. 


PERSISTENT FICTIONS OF THE 


Crabbe’s optimistic statement that 
ghosts were “the last lingering fiction 
of the brain” was certainly premature. 
There is more truth in Scott's assertion 
that, as every man must, according to 
the sailor's proverb, eat a peck of im- 
purity in his lifetime, “every genera- 
tion of the human race must swallow 
certan measure of nonsense.” And 
it ip a fact that, although witchcraft is 
@ thing of the past and astrology and 
alchemy have d saprpe there is, as 
awe shall see later, ecarcely a form of 
Superstition or irrational credulity, 
from animism to demoniacal posses- 
sion, which is not represented in some 
popular belief of the present day. To 
le sure, these beliefs are le«s widely 
he'd now than formerly. We realize 
toils when we read that Lucretius, 
thovgh a gre:t skeptic, held a firm be- 
lef in the existence of ghosts, and that 
Francis Bacon--the man who classified 
the fallacies to which mankind is li- 
abile—thought that astrology might be 
made a useful discipline. And yet there 
= no immediate prospect that the idols 
of the tribe and of the cave, of the 
forum and of the theater, will cease 
to exist. 

There is. at all events, one large 
class of illusions wich are woven Into 
our fiber for all time. We can no more 
escap* them than we can escape our 
Shadows. Although their effects are not 
Serious, we shall see that their pres- 
ence is admitted almost universally. 
More tian this, allowance ix made for 
them in our bulldings, our clothing, the 
furnishing of our homes, and they are 
compelled even to turnish amusement 
for owr lighter hours. We shal! give 
some attention to this class of illusions 
and then

WHEN A STRAIGHT LINE IS 

CROOKED. 


The tlusions just referred to are 
those that are inherent in perception.

DECEPTIONS OF THE EAR. 


The ear is the more excluajve avenue 
of culture. Through it runs harmonies 
and rhythms. By it enters the signifi- 
cant speech of,our kind and in it are 
crowded the nlelodious voices of na- 
ture. Audition is par excellence the es- 
thetic sense. But it lacks the compli- 
cated spatial arrangements which vi- 
sion involves, and js, for this reason, 
less liable to deception. The most im- 
portant illusions of audition are due 
to some pathological disturbance or 
other. Auditory hallucinations are quite 
common among the insane, and even 


considered as the result of temporary 
nervous excitement, suvh as follows 
the use of hashish orf opium, or they 
are indications of some incipient cerc- 
bral affection.;Many histcrical person- 
ages have confessed to hearing voices 
when no human being was near.

Illusory perceptions of the source 
and direction of sound have beon used 
in all ages by ventriloquists and mag'i- 
clans. Doubtless many of the ancient

oracles were devices which took ad- 
vantage of this form of deception. We 
shall have occasion to refer to the mat- 
ter again in connection with the 
psychology of magic. 

The sense organs which Me within 
the skin—organs for pressure, temper- 
ature and pain—are very susceptible 
means of creating illusion. The most 
familiar of the tactual fllusions is the 
one that bears .the name of Aristotle. 
the man who first described it. It is the 
illusion of two objects occasioned by 
rolling a pea or lead pencil between two 
crossed finger tips. If we were com- 
pelled to rely upon ovr actval sensa- 
tions for spatial adjustments we -hould 
be continually falling Into error. For- 
tunately, they are subordinated to the 
more prophetic and reliable sensations 
of sight. The eye. with al! its imperfer- 
tions, is still the trusted watch upon the 
lookout tower of the mind. 
WONDERS OF THE HUMAN EYE. 

Did you ever stop te consider what a 
complex arrangement the human cye 
is? Even apart from the subtle chem- 
ical processes which are set up in the 
retina through the action of light, the 
eye is full of resources for varied and 
delicate adjustments. It is imbedded in 
®% cushion of fat, which offers a min- 
imal amount of resistance to its many 
movementr. It is noved—up, down, tn, 
out, obliquely—by the joint action of 
three pairs of antagonistic muscles. It 
holds a double convex lens whore fo- 
cal distance is altered automatically 
for near and distant vision. It has an 
arfangement, the iris. for controlling 
the amount of light that parses 
through it. It has three refractive me- 
dia each possessing a different index 
of refraction but so coitrdinated that 
the whole forms a single dioptric sys- 
tem which produces a small, clear in- 
verted image upon the concave surfa-e 
of the retina. 

But besides being a self adjusting an4 
self-focusing camera with a sensitive 
film, the visual mechanism is a double 
organ. Not double simply in the sense 
that there are two lenses and two films. 
but double in function. The two eyes 
move together, ‘fixate together, focus 
together, form similar images and give 
Phew to the preception of a single ob- 


HOW OPTICAL ILLUSIONS ARISE. 


Now, every single one of these fac- 
tors plays its part in optical illusions. 
But how, you will ask, can a strip of 
muscle, or a bit of transparent fluid, 
or a cushion of fat produce an illu- 
sion? The answer is simple. Every one 
of these arrangements represents a 
mental process 0. a complex of men- 
tal processes. The contraction of a 
muscle gives rise to muscular and ten- 
dinous sensations: the slipping of the 
eyeball in its socket sets up pressure 
sensations similar to those got from 
the elbow and shoulder joints when 
the arm is moved. Again, the process 
of accommodation and convergence 
give muscular sensations, and, in addi- 
tion, changes in the retinal images. 
Finally, the difference in the images 
of the two eyes is extremely impor- 
tant in determinng the perecption of 
distance or depth. 

With this tangle of functions we 
need not be surprised to find that the 


on to consider the forms } 


eye often contradicts itself and still 
more often stands in open disagree- 
ment with our means of objective 
measurement and even with the axio- 
matic propositions of science and 
mr thematicr. 

In the first place, the eye is not cor- 
rected for chromatic aberration; that is 
to say, that, with a given accommo- 
dation, some colors are focused nearer 
the crystalline lens than others are. 
If white light enters the eye its various 
constituents are refracted by differ- 
ent amounts. If the red rays are fo- 
cused upon the retina, the violet rays 
fail short. The result is the appear- 
ance of colored edges and fringes. The 
effect of chromatic aberration may be 
observed by the 

concentric rings. Close one eye and 


fixate some point néar the center of the 
rings. Now, if the figure is moved 
slowly toward the eye and away from 
it various colors will appear both on 
the white and on the biack. They are 
most distinct when the page approaches 
So near the eye that accommodation for 
the rings is impossible. But under ac- 
commodation also brings them out. 
VARIOUS DEFECTS OF VISION. 
In addition to this, there are various 
defects in the structure of the lenses 
of the eye; spherical aberration, vary- 
ing degrees of density itn the crystal- 
line, regular and irreculer astigm.- 
isms and lack of transparency. No one 
of these defects is, however, really ce. 
rious in a norma! eye, and some of 
them are to be observed only by del'- 
cate experiments. But there is a group 
of phenomena which arise from optical 
imperfections and which thrust them- 
gelves into the field of vision with more 
or less prominence. They are known 
collectively as “entoptic phenomena.” 
The most apparent ones are these: 
(1.) Misty streaks and circles which 
are caused by drops of moleture and 
flecks of dust passing across the cor- 
ner. They “isappear on winking. 

(2.) Wavy lines end speckled patches 
which appear after rubbing the eyes

surface is stared at. They arise {rom 
impurities in the gelatinous mass 
called the vitreous humor, which forms 
a large part of the filling of the eye. 
Then (4) there is the curious fact 
that one can watch one’s own biood c r- 
culating. Stare at a bright cioud or 
even at a clear summer sky, and you 
will presently see a swarm of bright 
objects darting in various directions 
across the fleld of vision: at times they 
will become a brilliant whirling c oud 
of snow. If you look carefully, with- 
out moving your eyes, you will fe> 
that the spots travel in regular paths, 
one following another. These invisible 
paths are capillaries and brilliant 
Spots are due to large b!ood corpbleacles 
whose course is temporarily checked 
by the smell iunen of the capillaries 
We are able to se the corpuscles be- 
cause the organs of vision lie behind 
the blood vessels and ore affected by 
the shadow of the corpuscles. A cu- 
rious feature of the phenomenon is the 
sudden deflection of spots when they 
approach the point of fixation. If you 
were to examine a p'an of the retinal 
circulation, you would see that the 
vessels form a network above the 
fovea, the point of clearest vision, but 
dw not penetrate it. This explains the 
deflection. 
THE “BLIND SPOT’ IN THE EYE. 
There is, finally (5.) one other note- 
worthy defect of the eye—a defect s» 
glaring that one wonders how it enild 
have existed for centuries an! centu- 
ries without discovery. It is the ‘ blind 
spot” which was first described by 
Marioette in the seventeenth century. 
At the place where the optic nerve 
pierces the back of the eye thére is an 
area that is entirely insensitive t» 
light. It does not see black flas it is 
sometimes supposed; it sees nothing. 
It sees no mere than the elbow or the 
back of the neck sees. The presence af 
the blind spot may be readily demcn- 
strated by use of the following figure:
